Is it a Ilapsy Issue ? 



Od the 2Glh April wo placed boforo 
oar readers an Ottawa diepatob, where- 
in it wag stated that the Canadian 
Government had waived objeotion to 
the Treaty of Washington in coneidor^ 
atiOD of the Imperial G'ovornmoDt 
goaraDteeiog a loan of £2,500,000, 
sierliiig 'to be applied to the coDatrnot- 
iton of the Paoifio Eailiray and exlenx 
slon of the oaoal Bystem. Id publiBhing 
that dospatcb we expressed a hope 
that there was some mialake, as it ap- 
peared inconceivable that Canada 
would bo iniluoncod one way or the 
other by an Imperial guarantee tor bo 
oompaiitiToly trifling a earn. The 
telegraph oame to onr relief,, and a few 
days later wo pablisbed a London die* 
patch, annoaocing that in the Britiab 
Jloube ofOommona, on tho 2Gth^ Mr 
Gladstono stated that the Imperial 
(^OTernment bad agreed to gnarantee a 
c Oanadian loan of £25,000,000, for the 
oonstractioD of the Paoiflc Hailway 
i. provided Canada accepted the Treaty of 
Washington. It waa quite natural and 
most agroeablo to concludo that the 
Otta\^a dispatch waa wrong, just o cy- 
pher loft out, and that tho London one 
. was right ; aud bo we abandoned oar- 
seivcs to the doiigbttal task of expatia- 
ting upon tho fioanoial advantages Dud 
especially tho political eignificanco of 
tho happy coiii[)romiso, 13ut wo have 
been rodcly nwi\kcaod froqa this goldon 
dream. No longer at the morcy of 
i;tho fiekle and too often nnreliable eioc- 
trio current, the Canadian ezohaDgea 
before ua unfold tho whole mystery and 
place before us arbitrary lacta and 
figures which cannot bo questiouod, 
Tho^CaQodiau Govornmont, cornered 
Bud left to obooso betwoou accepting 
the Treaty of Wasbiogton and tra«- 
trating as earnest effort lo pat ao end 
to eerioas and longstanding in- 
teruationai complications which ex- 
posed the parent Empire to conatani 
risk, patriotically choofo the former al- 
ternative ; but, in doing so tboy said to 
the imperial Qovernment,' You think 
Qaqada re.oeivop a full equivalent nnder 
the Treaty. We think olhorwiae. 
Givo ub your cndorsment for a 
loan of £4,000,000, to help to build 
our Fneific Kailway, and it's a bargain ' 
Iho Imperial Crovernment replied by 
^Bgreeiog to gnarantee £2 ,500,000. The 
Oanadian Government accepted I Well, 
that lets us down a peg. A Toronto 
contomporary heads an article on tho 
subject, 'Tho happy iaauc.' la it hap- 
py ? We ooiiteas that we could almoat 
bave preferred to see Canada consent- 
ing out of pore patriotism. That 
Canada would bave beenjustified either 
to her own conscience or before tho 
world in frustrating tho noble effort al 
peaceful solution of difBcQlties whii;li 
might at ony moment have involved 
IJiu two great Angk-iSaxon nations in 
war,Qobody bnt a knave or a fool wonid 
pretend to assert ; and that tho 
Treaty of Waahiogton offers Gonad i 
a fair equivalent lor tho cooceaaiuns 
she makes, wo are not prepared Lo 
deny. Bnt ibis trausaoiioo bears loo 
much tho complexion oi bargain and 
sale — a eomplexiou which would, 
doubtless, have been less repulsive 
under tho twenty-five niHion guaran- 
tee. Well, it is probably bL'at,Qt'lor all, 
to look at the sufjool through the eyo 
of philoEophy, ralbor than patriotism, and 
think of it us a maitor of buMnea?. Ii 
is in this light that our Torouto coii- 
toiiiporary of the Mail regards it when 
bo Buys : 'that, under the circum- 
stances, our Parliament will cpprovo 
the legislation necessary to carry tho 
Treaty into silect, we have not tho 
shadow of n doubt. In any caso it 
would bo a serious matter to nasunu' 
tho responsibility of throwing obstacles 
in tbo way of such a solilement o' 
exiating dilTicuUies with tho United 
ytfttcs ae Great Briliiin Wrts willing to 
iip[)rove. If tho c iiipenHaiion of iho 
Treaty and the Imperial (iuarantoa now 
oonoeded be not everything we could 
ask-^and, for ourselves, wo ooofoFs 
frankly, we are by no means prepared 
to say that they aro not — they are com- 
ponsations of a largo at d weighty 
character. We must romimber that 
the fisheries' "lausea of tho Treaty are 
to havo effect only for tea years; that daii 
iog that tioae we ehall bavesocared lo as tho 
bondiug eystem; that our fisb and fi<boil will 
fiod fies aooeti lo the UBited States; tbat 
for tbe difference between the oonceBsioDa 
granted lo the coigbboring conutry i\Dd t o 
privileges recoivod from ihein, a JJoarJ, to 
nieel at Halifax, is lo eascB^ tbo atnuuLt 
wbiob will be payable ti us by ttio United 
Siatee; aiid tbut tbe Imperial guaraaiee will 
save ao uoDiial ioteteet of at ieatt 9180,000 
— a sum whicb oapitaliied woHid be far be- 
yond nny demand we had mada ariaiog oui 
of tho Ifeniun raid*. The whole queBiiou 
now f-tands in a ahape whicli, wo opprohond, 
no leading man lu I'arliamecii will venture lu 
ioy Rivea uulliciL-ni reaeon t ) juatily a aug- 
et'Blion lor tho rejection o( the Troaly." In 
audher nrlicio on the aame aubject, ear con> 
tniii-nriiry fiays; "It woald bava been betier 
perbupf , it wo bad net been forced into liue 
coriior. J5ut wo were forotd ii.tiit; and tlio 
oiily ulterni.tivo led ua wos tof^oi out ol it, ou 
bf St we could. Tbotscapo iu aiiko hanur- 
abla to Great Britain and to Canada, and 
that the Impsrial and CaoDdian Qovaruinei 1) 
nrd io acoord i» a matter for too prolouod 
s it'siaction to bave publio eqaanimity dis- 
lurbod by tho ooiiy raviags of a diaappoini- 
td Irreoonoilabla."
